Several nom inations of th is 
calibre soon will be sent to the senate.

In the 
budget, to be subm itted the total ap­ 
propriations recom m ended for the fis­ 
cal year 1931 are $3,830,445,231, as com ­ 
pared to $3,976,141,651 for the present I 
fiscal year.

TH E 3-YEAR-OLD VARE ELECTION 
CASE TO COME BE FO R E SEN ­ 
ATE 
TODAY

H oover's 12,000-word m essage on the 
prosperous state of the U nion will be 
sent to congress today w here it will 
find congressional leaders already busy 
w ith w hat they u n d erstan d to be its 
m ost im portant recom m endation, (ax 
reduction. 
B efore the m essage is delivered to­ 
day C hairm an Sm oot intends to call 
his senate finance com m ittee together 
to act inform ally upon the reduction 
resolution presented in the house yes­ 
terd ay as the first order of business 
there. 
Sm oot hopes to get his com m ittee 
to sanction the resolution 
ahead 
of 
tim e so he can speed it through the 
senate afte r it has passed the house 
n ext T hursday. 
H is plan would avoid 
referrin g the resolution to the com m it­ 
tee a fte r it reaches the senate. 
Such speed is extrem ely unusual and 
is m ade possibly only by the unanim ­ 
ity of opinion am ong m ost of the fac­ 
tions of republicans and dem ocrats. 
T hey believe business m en an d indi­ 
vidual taxpayers should know defin­ 
itely before Christmas th a t they are 
going to pay $160,000,000 less to the 
governm ent in taxes n ext year. 
T he house w ays and m eans com m it­ 
tee will m eet tom orrow to h ea r U n­ 
der-S ecretary Mills outline th e 
way 
th e reduction would w ork out. Smoot 
does not intend to call M ellon or any 
o th e r w itness unless m em bers of the 
com m ittee desire. 
The attitu d e of th e leaders tow ard 
th e tax reduction recom m endations in­ 
dicates th eir general attitu d e tow ard 
th e en tire m essage. 
They know how 
th e president stands about m ost is­ 
sues and they have laid th eir plans 
accordingly. 
T he three-year-old election case of 
S enator-elect W illiam S. V are of P en n ­ 
sylvania w as to com e up in the senate 
th is second day of the session, under 
a special order adopted during th e re­ 
cen t special session. 
V are’s friends 
w ere w orking to delay consideration 
of It until next M onday. 
They w ant 
first to get a report from the privi­ 
leges and elections com m ittee on the 
contest ag ain st V are, brought by his 
defeated dem ocratic 
opponent, 
W il­ 
liam B. W ilson. 
T he leader of the fight ag ain st V are, 
C hairm an N orris of the senate judici­ 
a ry com m ittee, will not consent to the 
delay. 
H e w ants action now on his 
resolution to deprive V are of a seat 
because of his prim ary cam paign ex­ 
p enditures of $785,000. 
The dem ocrats are not inclined to 
go along w ith N orris. 
They intend to 
vote to oust Vare, but they are eager 
th e th a t the W ilson contest 
be 
decided 
first, w ithout the assistance 
of 
the 
d em ocrats N orris is alm ost certain to 
lose and it is generally expected the 
case m ay go over until next M onday. 
V are is to appear in person to con­ 
duct his fight for a seat. 
H e was 
g ran ted the privilege of 
the 
senate 
floor for this purpose in a resolution 
adopted w hen he was denied th e oath 
of office in 1927. 
He has prepared a 
statem en t which he intends to read. 
If the V are case is delayed, the ta r ­ 
iff bill will be brought from the shelf 
for consideration. 
T w o-thirds of the 
bill has been finished in the special 
session and Smoot has a fain t hope 
that he m ay get final action upon it 
before the C hristm as recess, Dec. 20. 
The house has no olTTer 
business, 
save th e president's m essage.

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Investment— Not a Tax 


M a n y motor vehicle owners in Minnesota think that they 
are compelled to pay a high tax, while the fact is that they pay 
less than the great m ajority of owners in all but two states, says 
the St. Cloud Times. 
In this state the license fee is all they pay on their cars, while 
in others a personal property tax is added to the license fee. 
The license and gas taxes are a big paying dividend. 
The 
trunk highway system is entirely financed from the motor vehicle 
licenses, with two-thirds of the gas tax added. 
The counties are relieved from the expense of these trunk 
roads, carrying about 80 per cent of the total traffic. 
The coun­ 
ties get a1] the one-mill tax, and one-third the gas tax. 
Every owner of an automobile is saved more in operating 
cdst from good roads than he pays in license and gas tax. 
If 
there were more paved highways the saving would be larger. 
It has been demonstrated that where traffic is heavy paved 
roads are economical. 
There was held at Paynesville, this county, an enthusiastic 
meeting by representatives of several towns, including St. Cloud, 
that asked for the paving of the road from St. Cloud to Rockville, 
Cold Spring, Richmond and Paynesville, and on to Willmar. 
It 
has been impossible for the care-taker to keep this graveled high­ 
way in good condition, because of the heavy traffic. 
Commis­ 
sioner Babcock is willing enough to pave this trunk line, but it 
will probably be impossible for a year or two, for lack of funds. 
There is an insistent demand from all sections of the state for 
paving— which is a reflection on the good sense of the legislature, 
and the people back of the law-makers, to fail to provide the com­ 
missioner with the necessary money. 
When a bond issue was first asked, some years ago, three 
representatives in Stearns county prevented the legislature from 
authorizing the bond issue. 
The county commissioners aided 
Babcock in getting paving through the county on No. 3 by issuing 
county bonds, which will be paid by the trunk highway fund. 
It takes money to pave, and no owner of a motor vehicle will 
have to pay any more if the highway commissioner were properly 
financed and no property owners not having a car would have to 
pay a penny for this very necessary paving. 
Paving where the traffic is excessive is not a tax but an in­ 
vestment. 
Let us hope the legislature, stimulated by a vigorous public 
sentiment, will have the wisdom to comprehend this simple fact, 
and give Commissioner Babcock the necessary coin to keep Min­ 
nesota to the front in road-making, instead of having it lag far 
to the rear of our sister states. 
Then we can demand paving and 
get it.
